^SCANDALOUS’ 

CHICAGO PLACED AS THIRD MOST-SEGREGATED CITY IN NATION

Chicago is the third most-segregated large city 
in the nation, even as some of Chicago’s neigh- 
borhoods have become more racially diverse, 
an analysis based on new census data shows. 

In fact, racial segregation in Chicago neigh- 
borhoods has declined as more African-Amer- 
icans have opted to move to the suburbs and 
more whites and Latinos have moved into his- 
torically black communities, the analysis shows. 

“In both slow-growing places like Chicago 
and fast-growing places like Atlanta, there is 
a decline of blacks in the city and an increase 
of blacks in the suburbs,” said William Frey 
a demographer at the Brookings Institution 
who analyzed the data. “What did the average 
neighborhood look like for a black person in 
2014? It was a little less black. There were a few 
more whites there and a few more Hispanics.” 

Most people here live in neighborhoods 
that have a little more diversity then they did 
a decade ago, according to Frey’s research, 
which looks at the Chicago region along with 
some outlying suburbs. 

Milwaukee ranks highest on the list of 
most-segregated large cities, and New York 
City ranks second, Frey’s data show. Chicago’s 


third-place ranking means 76 percent of the 
city’s African-American population would 
have to move in order to achieve complete 
integration, the research shows. 

A decade ago, the South Loop neighbor- 
hood was majority African-American, said 
Rob Paral, a Chicago-based demographer. 
Now it’s more diverse. 

“If you look block by block, you might see 
the same segregation trends,” Paral said of 
Chicago. “When I think of Cabrini Green, 
that would be an area that is conceivably more 
integrated. Or look at the Oakland area— as 
the black population moves on from there, 
the white population is moving in. There’s 
also Kenwood, another neighborhood that 
was solidly black that is now more integrated.” 

The new research comes as many large 
metro cities are grappling with racial tensions 
and the long-term effects of segregation, such 
as the inequitable disbursement of public 
resources and public schools whose student 
bodies aren’t diverse. 

“There is a long tradition of segregation in 
Chicago, and it’s only slowly eroding. The so- 
cial science studies show that often African- 
Americans only look for housing in neighbor-

hoods that are African-American, and whites 
only look to own in neighborhoods that are 
white,” said Dick Simpson, a professor of 
political science at the University of Illinois 
at Chicago and a former Chicago alderman. 
“It has become deeper than past laws. It has 
affected the psychology and what individuals 
seek as a comfortable community” 

“The level of segregation in Chicago and the 
region is still scandalous,” Simpson said. “Be- 
ing the most-segregated city is a title we’ve had 
for, unfortunately decades. We are doing bet- 
ter, but we are not doing better fast enough.”

for the Chicago Reader, said he’s looking 
forward to seeing speedier service along the 
new downtown express bus route known as 
Loop Link. 

“The entire trip I took from Canal to Michi- 
gan, traveling a distance of .8 miles, was i6 
minutes,” he said. “I think that’s largely due to 
the bus drivers being required to go no faster 
than 3 mph past the platforms. I’m optimistic 
that as bus drivers and other road users get 
used to the new system, speeds will improve.” 

The CTA says overall performance has 
been smooth, 

“Like at ^?//bus stops across the city opera- 
tors are instructed to approach the Loop Link 
stations at minimal speeds,” CTA spokes- 
woman Catherine Hosinski wrote in an email. 

We all wish CTA improvements and ex- 
pansion could happen overnight, but in some 
cases that requires some serious coin. The 
CTA just doesn’t have adequate state funds 
to invest in major expansions and improve- 
ments in 20 i 6, said Stephen Schlickman, ex- 
ecutive director of the Urban Transportation 
Center at University of Illinois at Chicago. 

“The challenge that we face in Chicago 
is that we have one of the oldest transit rail 
systems in the country and we have not been 
maintaining it the way we could if we had suf- 
ficient funds for it,” Schlickman said. 

“Investments like Loop Link are good, but 
in terms of major improvements like building 
a new rail line, we still don’t have the financial 
means to do that,” Schlickman said. “The

finances are really only sufficient enough to 
fund the renewal of existing services.” 

On a lighter note, Ryan Smith, creator of 
the popular Twitter account @CTAFails, is 
optimistic that public transit will get a lot 
less smelly in 2016. 

‘As a regular passenger on the Red Line, I 
know how it feels to walk nose-first into an 
aroma of fresh (and stale) urine, spilled cof- 
fee, B.O., and weed,” Smith said in an email. 
“There’s an opportunity for the Febrezes and 
Glades of the world to be the subway stars of 
2016.” 

What else can be done to improve public 
transit this year? Smith aired his frustrations 
toward train traffic. 

“Several times each month I have the 
privilege of hearing, ‘Sorry for the delay, we 
have a blockade of trains.’ This is the CTA’s 
latest explanation for high train traffic and 
why you’ll be late for work,” Smith said. 

“How can there be high train traffic? Did 
every CTA passenger decide to drive their 
own train to work that day? I assume some- 
one at CTA headquarters creates a schedule 
and then the trains move at regular intervals 
down the track. ... At what point does this all 
go wrong?” 

“For 2016, let’s start by scrapping the phrase 
‘blockade of trains,’ and figure out why it’s oc- 
curring and maybe even fix it,” Smith said. 

The same is true for bus bunching, he said. 

The CTA’s bigger projects include replac- 
ing aging track on stretches of the Green 
Line, and 125 new buses will be rolled out 
in the coming months. But a lot of projects 
will be continuations from 2015 and be- 
fore— think reconstruction of the Blue Line 
stations. And the proposal to extend the Red 
Line from 95th Street to 130th will just be a 
discussion point this year. 

So things won’t look drastically different 
on the CTA by year’s end, but baby steps are 
better than none.

He’s going to be better with the bat 
than he was in his rookie campaign.
